This  couple,  one 
of  the  many  husband  and  wife 
teams  attending  the  College  this 
summer,  came  all  the  way  from 
Prewitt,  New  Mexico,  in  their 
famous  black  hearse  to  attend  the 
summer  session  at  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State. 

The  Rectors  list  Gentry  County 
ns  their  home  county  in  Missouri 
.because  during  the  past  thirty 
years  they  liave  formed  and  taught 
in  that  oounty  and  adjoining  Har¬ 
rison  County. 

At  the  present  time  Mir.  and  Mrs. 
Rector  are  employed  at  the  Boca 
Community  School  in  Prewitt, 
New  Mexico.  The  Boca  school  is  a 
primary  boarding  school  for  Nav¬ 
ajo  Indians,  maintained  by  the 
Fort  Wingate  Area  of  Board  of  In¬ 
dian  Affairs  on  the  Navajo  Reser¬ 
vation  in  New  Mexico. 

According  to  Mrs.  Rector, 
they  began  their  work  at  the 
school  on  June  1st  last  year 
and  after  a  year  of  service  she 
says  that  both  her  husband 
and  she  enjoy  the  work  very 
much  and  hope  to  remain  there 
for  some  time. . 

Mrs.  Reotor  is  principal  of  the 
school,  and  she  teaches  tlic  pre- 
school  beginners  while  her  hus¬ 
band  teaches  the  first  grade  and 
the  over-age  beginners — children 
up  to  twelve  years  of  age  who  are 
Just  beginning  their  schooling.  A 
third  teacher  instructs  tlie  second

and  the  third  grade  which  is  os  high 
as  the  school  goes. 

"Something  new  every  day"  is 
how  Mr.  Reotor  describes  their 
work  at  Boca.  They  have  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  100  Navajoe  in  the  school 
who  manage  to  provide  plenty  of 
ways  to  keep  them  busy,  he  says. 

The  language  barrier  is  no 
barrier  at  all  to  the  Rectors 
in  their  teaching  duties.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  only  for¬ 
ty-three  miles  away  in  Gallup 
39  languages  are  spoken,  Nav¬ 
ajo  is  the  only  language  other 
than  English  in  tlielr  area,  and 
an  interpreter  is  always  at 
hand. 

Because  of  the  dry  climate,  the 


lawns  and  fields  must  be  Irrigated 
but,  says  Mr.  Rector,  "The  weath¬ 
er  down  there  has  it  all  over  Mis¬ 
souri  weather.  There’s  always  a 
good  breeze,  and  it’s  cool  enough 
for  a  jacket  by  7  p.  m.”  Mr.  Rec¬ 
tor  also  can  recall  1  raving  the  elec¬ 
tric  fan  on  only  once  last  summer. 
He  says  that  the  7,000  feet  eleva¬ 
tion  and  the  low  humidity  help  to 
keep  the  climate  much  more  com¬ 
fortable. 

Attending  rodeos  is  one  of  the 
Rectors’  favorite  means  of  enter¬ 
tainment.  Mr.  Rector  also  enjoys 
horseback  riding.  He  finds  it  a 
good  way  to  reduce.  According  to 
him  It  “never  fails  to  reduce  the 
horse.”
